Paris, Sept. 9. — Tho allied forces

Francois. The allies’ advance reaches 
from the banks of the river Ourcq in 
to the region of MontmiraiL 
Account a of wounded soldiers who 
reached Paris indicate that the result 
of the three days’ fighting in the Com 
plegne country has been more favor 
able for the allies than at first sup 
posed.

Bruyere* and the CtiatUloH fort and 
butteries. 
South of the city is the row 
of fort* ut Ivry. Bleetre. Mont Rouge. 
Fauves and Isay: north and east of 
the city are three great forts around 
St. Denis aud two others at Fort Au- 
b en Iller* and 
Fort ( ’hurentou. com ­ 
manding the approaches from the great 
wood of Bundy. 
The outer circle o f fort*, whit h are 
of the most modern t.vq**. have from 
twenty four to sixty gun* and «:<Ni to 
1,'JUO men each. 


C ould R e sist 500,000 Men. 
In all tin* three linex of defenses re­ 
quire 17 b , men to operate them. not 
counting troop* iiMKemhlcd within tin* 
city. 
According to military expert*, it 
would require a force of otMMMKi men 
to Invest tliese defenses. 
General von Moitke, field marshal of 
the German forces at the time of the 
siege of Purl* of 1870 I, said in a ro- 
|»ort on that siege that the French ar­ 
tillery armament consisted of more 
than 2,027 pieces, Including 200 of the 
largest 
ca I B k t 
of 
naval 
ordnance. 
There were 500 pounds for each gun 
and a reserve of ff.ono.noo kilogram* 
o f powder. 
Yon Moitke point* out that 
the bombardment o f a fortified place in 
tin* heart of an enem y's country is dif- J 
ti cult. if not impossible, until the in­ 
vader I* master o f the railways or w a­ 
terways by which heavy siege artillery 
can lie brought up in full quantity. 
He 
explains the failure to bombard Paris 
ut the outset of tho former siege by 
saying It would 
have required 500 
heavy guns, with boo rounds for each 
gun. 
The movement forward of these 
heavy guns would have required 4.500 
four wheeled wagon* und 10.(88) horses, 
which were not available. 
At a later sta g e the Germans brought 
up their siege guns, attacking the en ­ 
ceinte and port* and dropping .’KS) to 
IOO fifteen centimeter shells Into the 
heart of the city. 
Notwithstanding tho 
fury of the German attacks. Paris with­ 
stood tile siege for 132 days. 
Since 
then the entirely new aud outer third 
line of defense Ila* lieou erected, and 
military e x e r t s say the fortification* 
a* a whole are far more formidable 
than those which resisted the former 
siege.
